THE COMMITTEE AUG. 2 ADOPTED, 18-0-1 (AUSTRALIA), 

12-NATION DRAFT RESOLUTION ON FOREIGN ECONOMIC INTERESTS, 

AS AMENDED BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA, WHICH INTER ALIA CONDEMNED 
ALL COLLABORATION WITH SOUTH AFRICA IN THE NUCLEAR FIELD AND 
ALSO CONDEMNED THE POLICIES OF GOVERNMENTS SUPPORTING FOREIGN 
ECONOMIC AND OTHER INTERESTS EXPLOITING THE NATURAL AND 
HUMAN RESOURCES OF COLONIAL TERRITORIES. WITHOUT OBJECTION 
THE COMMITTEE APPROVED REPORT CONCERNING TTPI AND A DRAFT 
RESOLUTION STRESSING THE NEED TO CONTINUE TO DISPATCH UN 
VISITNG MISSIONS TO COLONIAL TERRITORIES. ACTION WAS 
AGAIN DEFERRED ON A DRAFT CONSENSUS RELATING TO MILITARY 
ACTIVITIES WHICH MIGHT IMPEDE DECOLONIZATION. CHAIRMAN 
SALIM (TANZANIA) REPORTED THAT EFFORTS TO RECONCILE DIFF- 
FERENCES OVER THE TEXT HAD NOT BEEN SUCCESSFUL AND IT 
WOULD BE NECESSARY TO VOTE ON THE DRAFT CONSENSUS. 
OBJECTIONABLE PROPOSALS FOR CHANGES IN THE DRAFT WERE 
MADE BY SYRIA, AND HELPFUL AMENDMENTS PRESENTED BY 
AUSTRALIA AND INDIA, SUPPORTED BY IRAN. HELPFUL STATE- 
MENT WAS MADE BY INDONESIA, AND NORWAY SPOKE UP FOR 
POSTPONEMENT. INDONESIA EXPRESSED "STRONG RESERVATIONS" 
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ON THE COMMITTEE'S DECISION TO GRANT A FURTHER HEARING ON 
SUBJECT OF EAST TIMOR TO HORTA (FRETELIN). 

KUDASHEV (USSR) HAD NOT OBJECTED TO THE ADOPTION 
OF THE RESOLUTION ON TTPI, BUT FOUND IMBALANCE BETWEEN 
PARAGRAPHS 3 AND 4, AND SAID THE US POLICY REFLECTED ITS 
"INTENTION TO BREAK UP AND ANNEX" THE TERRITORY. 

AFTER CZECHOSLOVAKIA PROPOSED ITS AMENDMENT TO THE 
RESLLUTION ON ECONOMIC INTERESTS, CHAIRMAN SALIM OBSERVED 
THAT A SPONSOR OF A PROPOSAL COULD NOT SUBMIT AN AMEND- 
MENT TO THAT PROPOSAL. HOWEVER, AS NONE OF THE OTHER 
SPONSORS OBJECTED TO THE CHANGE, HE SAID THE PROPOSAL WOULD 
BE CONSIDERED AS HAVING BEEN REVISED (L. 1 179/REV. 1). 
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VRAALSEN (NORWAY) EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ON THE RESOLUTION, 
WHICH CONTAINED SOME GENERALIZATIONS OF VIEWS WHICH 
HIS DELEGATION DID NOT SHARE AND CONTAINED REQUESTS WHICH 
HE REGARDED AS COMING EXCLUSIVELY WITHIN THE COMPETENCE
